1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it's too long. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In example 
3, the C of compound I is shown as having only three bonds. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 23 and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 is confusing because it defines formula I compounds as being free of 
fluorine. This now leaves formula I compounds as not properly defined. It hasn't been 
shown what is supposed to take the place of fluorine in formula I. 

Claims 25 and 26 are confusing because the kind of amount isn't defined. Do 
the applicants intend wt. %, mole % or something else? 

Claim 27 is confusing because it repeats the same phrase after the word "or" as 
the phrase that preceded it. 

4. Claims 24, 28 and 29 are objected to for depending on rejected claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references teach the use of monocyanates in 
polytriazunes.
